The day after the Circuit ..ttorney 
was notified of Hays’ arrest rep- 
resentative of the social service de- 
partment of the Ford company at 
Detroit called on Assistant Circuit At- 
torney McCullen, who is in charge 
of the Hays case. The representative 
told McCullen that Hays had been 


weeks, and that while the company 
knew his record it believed that he 
could be reclaimed. He told McCullen 
that Hays recently had been in trou- 
ble in Toledo. He said further that 
the Ford company would guarantee 
to take care of Hays and keep him 
out of trouble in the future. 

McCullen explained to the Ford 
representative that under the Mis- 
souri laws the only thing he could do 
was to ask that Hays be -rought-into 
court in St. Louis, surrender himself 
and apply for a parole.

Frederick Widman, presi- 
dent of the Liederkranz Club; Adolph 
Meyer of 3519 Halliday avenue, and Dr. 
John Schwegel, Consul of Austria-Hun- 
gary, were among the men in the party. 
There were several women, one of whom 


wept on parting with the Breitlings.

The rule generally enforced but some 
times relaxed, that at least a fortnight 
must elopse between the date of appli- 
cation and the granting of permission 
to leave, is apparently being rigidly ad- 
hered to. The authorities presumably 
intend to thoroughly investigate every 
case so as to establish that no reason 
exists that the applicant should not de- 
part from Germany.

W. M. Brandt Advocates Vote, 
but Prof. Schmidt Opposes 
It at Present Time.

PRAISE FOR 


Six hundred persons who attended the 
joint mass meeting of the Emergency 
Peace Commit¢tee of St. Louis and the 
Socialist party in Sheldon Memorial, 3648 
Washington boulevard, last night, loudly 
applauded the two main speakers of the 
evening who took slightly different 
views on what Americans should do in 
the present crisis. 

William M. Brandt of the Socialist 
party, declared that “every person want- 
ing war should be in the first-line 
trenches. ‘‘Why, last year, over 27,000 
persons marched in @ preparedness pa- 
rade in St. Louis, but so far as is 
known, not a single one has enlisted,”’ 
he continued. 

“Talk about us going to war—why, do 
you know, I believe that three-fourths 
of the workers would die in the trenches 
the first week, simply because they have 
been underfed in times of peace, and 
would not be prepared for such hard- 


ships. Talk about war and prepared- 
ness! Why, we had better prepare for 
peace! 


Wants nan Referendum. 

“There is a certain class of persons in 
this country who want war simply be- 
cause they will fatten off of munition 
and supply contracts. But what about 
us? What have we to say about it? I 
tell you, my friends, the thing for us to 
do is hold.a ballot on the question of 
whether we shall go to war with Ger- 
many or any other -nation—an open 
ballot, mind you! 

‘Yes, an open ballot, my friends! And 
then make every one who voted ‘yes’ 
go into the first line of trenches! Thait’s 
the way to handle such a thing. And 
yet there are some who would plunge 
this nation into a bloody conflict with- 
out consulting the peaple!”’

Schmidt said that he had hoped that 
the day would arrive when questions of 
war or peace would be left to the vote 
of the nations, but did not think that it 


‘would be the proper thing for the Unit- 


ed States to hold such a vote at the 
present time. % 

“Such woule not be a clear expression 
of the will of the people, because all of 
the women cannot yet vote in this 
country,” he explained. “Likewise the 
nations have not abandoned secret di- 
plomacy, and until all the voters are 
familiar with the information in the 
hands of the State Department they 
would not be able to ballot intelligently 
on the matter, 

“Then there is another angle to the 
present crisis. Any overt act on the 
part of another nation on the day on 
which we ballot might cause many 
voters to cast their ballots hastily, with 
the result that the voters would go like 
sheep to the shearer and be fleeced.”’ 
Upon the conclusion of his address he 
was asked, “Just What can we do, then, 
in the present situation?”

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MOONEY GUILTY, FACES 
DEATH FOR CONSPIRACY 


Convicted of Murder in Connec- 
tion With San Francisco De- 
fense Parade Explosion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—Attorneys 
for Thomas J. Mooney, convicted last 
night of murder in connection with the 
bomb explosion here last July during a 
breparedness parade, when 10 persons 
were killed, discussed plans today for ap- 
dealing from the verdict which carries 
the extreme penalty for their client. W. 
Bourke Cockran,-the New York attor- 
ney, who was Mooney’s chief of coun- 


sel, will remain for a few days to aid 
in perfecting an appeal. 

Mooney’s conviction was the second 
won by the State in the bomb cases, 
for which five persons were indicted for 
murder. Warren K. Billings, the first 
to be tried was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. District 
Attorney Fickert announced that the 
trials of the remaining alleged conspira- 
tors, Israel Weinberg, a chauffeur; Ed- 
ward Nolan and Mrs. Rena Mooney, 
wife of Thomas J. Mooney, would follow 
immediately. 

The District Attorney’s statement last 
night that he had received a confession 
from a man who had participated in 72 
felonies, ranging from murder to dyna- 
miting, in which the alleged conspira- 
tors participated, created wide interest 
and details are eagerly awaited. 

Mooney will be sentenced Feb. 15. 

When the jury announced the verdict 
against Mooney his mother became vic 
Isnt and was removed from the courc- 
room screaming and fighting. Miss Anna 
Mooney, sister of the prisoner, fainted. 

Mooney received the verdict unmoved.

The support from other neutral vations that 
President Wilson is getting in resporse to his ap- 
peal for action against the German submarine 
campaign is as strong as could be anticipated. It 
is not to be expected that small nations on the 
German border or near enough to be menaced 
with destruction by the German war machive 
would now take extreme action. / Thetr lives aré 
in danger. 

The President's action ie received full moral 
support. Every nation that has acted bas pro- 
tested against German ruthlesspess in striking 
belligerent and neutral ships alike, their passen- 
gers and crews, without regard for rights, Jaw or 
humanity, as an intolerable attack on national 
soverelguty and the freedom of the seas. : 

slolland and the Scandinavian countries have 
exercised restraint, but the resentment is mani- 
fest. Spain and South American nations have 
been bolder. Without severing diplomatic relations 
they have warned Germany of the consequences 
of actually striking their ships and the lives of 
their people. 

Already the savagery of the submarine warfare 
has brought upon the German Government the 
weight of tue moral condemnation of the ¢ vilized 
world, outside of her allies, who perforce must 
support her. The rebuke of the Vatican is with- 
ering. Germany is a pariah among the rations. 
It is inconceivable that the Teutonic peoples will 
not feel the crushing weight of this judgment. 

With the persistence of this merciless warfare, 
which destroys friend and foe, sends women as 
well as men, infancy and age to violent death, 
it is impossible to see an avenue of escape from 
embroilment for any self-respecting nation. 

So far as the United States ie concerned, the 
belief expressed by the President that Germany 
would not actually execute her ruthless intent 
is disappointed. His expressed hope has vanished. 
If Americans are not killed and American ships 
sunk it is a happy chance. There is no evidence 
of an attempt to avoid the overt act on account 
of legal obligation, or respect for rights. No 
known precaution has been taken to ascertain 
whether Americans or American ships are de- 
stroyed. 

If terrorism prevents Americans from endanger- 
ing their lives and ships on the sea, is not their 
condition intolerable? Germany has not only 
threatened to shoot, but is actually shooting. 
Can we fold our hands, retire from the ocean for 
fear of our lives and leave Germany in possession 
as a victor over our asserted rights and our de- 
clared intention to defend our rights? 

Germany is actually making war upon us and 
the result will be disastrous and humiliating, 
whether her object is attained by attack or by 
the terrorism of threats. It is not the overt act 
but the actual existing condition of warfare which 
is the issue we must meet. It cannot be delayed 
without dishonor and disaster. 
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The “Alaskan Juno” who deceived New York- 
now admits that she came from Kansas City, 
which fs just about as far as a contrite heart can 
go.

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CONVOYING MUNITIONS GALLEONS. 
For the first time in this war the old convoy 
plan of safeguarding merchant ships, which 
has figured so mucu in all naval operations 
since the time Spanish galieonsSused to be con- 


voyed across from South American gold ports, 


will be attempted on a large scale by eptente 
war yessels. A munitions fleet, said to number 26 
ships, has been collected at the mouth 6f Chesa- 
peake Bay and, joined by ships from other ports 
as it proceeds, will sail for European watera 
under the protection of entente naval units. 
Why this plan/ bas not been resorted to before 


has been a cause of wonder ever since the V- 


boat campaign assumed serious proportions two 
years ago next March. By appointing say three 
sailing days a week from’ entente ports and 
escorting outgoing vessels with strong armed 
squadrons, Httle time would be, added to the 
length of voyages. After passing through the 
submarine-infested waters, the armed squadron 
could await the collecting of a fleet of incoming 
vessels and return to port. 

In the opportunities of submarine warfare Is 
there anything rendering this method of pro- 
tection less effective than in cruiser warfare? 
It has been surmised that the entente, in col- 
lecting rich prizes into convoyed fleets, might 
be only serving the convenience of the subma- 
rines, which would be able to dash through the 
assembled vessels with the destructive effects 
of a shark running through a school of whales 
Accounts given by German U-boat: officers of 
their voyages bear testimony to the difficulty 
of locating single vessels in the wide expanse 
of sea presenting a choice of many routes, On 
the other hand, those accounts agree as to the 
dread felt by the occupants of fragile subma- 
rines for naval ships with guns of large cali- 
ber, even merchant ships with such guns, 

It has always been felt that the - Lusitania 
might have been saved had the Admfralty pro- 
vided the escort of even a single destroyer. 
Convoyed troop ships have transported several 
hundred thousands of soldiers from Canada with- 
out the loss of one life. .The plan ought to work 
as well in the case of merchant ships. In the 
existing stage of ruthless submersible warfare 
no precaution contributing to free communica- 
tions on the sea should be neglected. 


BULGARIA'S ULTIMATUM. 

Bulgaria, according to an Amsterdam dispatch, 
has served notice upon the United States that she 
will support Germany in “an eventuality.” One fs 
sorry to hear that. If an “eventuality” eventu- 
ates, it would be sad to think of Bulgaria playing 
Br’er Rabbit to Germany’s Br’er Fox.

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FOR SQUARE-DEAL PARTY COMMITTEES. 
Senator Peter Anderson’s sound measure un- 


doubtedly presents the most favorable oppor- 
tunity the present Legislature will have for strik- 
ing a blow at machine government in St. Louis. 

It prohibits a city commitggeman of any party 
from serving as a municipal employe. The two 
positions are incompatible in a sense the law rec- 
ognizes. Under statutes recognizing the existence 
of parties and creating a machinery of nomina- 
tion, party committeemen are quasi public offi- 
cials and have functions of a semi-judicial nature. 
With how much impartiality will a city commit- 
teeman discharge his duty to the party and to 
other candidates when he is an appointee or pros- 
pective appointee of a particular faction or a 
particular aspirant for preferment?

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John M. Hampton, East Fork township: I disagree with 
an article you had in your last Tuesday’s issue about trap- 
ping hawks. The writer of that article seems to think that 
hawks are a great nuisance and should be ,exterminated 
because they occasionally catch a chicken. I do not agree 
with him. I believe they are a great benefit te the farmer 
and should be protected, for they do much more goed in 
catching fleld mice and rats than they do harm. These 
birds live almost entirely upom the fleld mice that infest so 
many farms. I never saw a hawk catch a chicken but once, 
and then the chicken was nearly full grown, but I happen 
to know that they do catch field mice and rats in great 
numbers. I had a meadow last year that was so infested 
with these mice I could hardly cut it, as they built their 
nests at the surface of the ground ovt of the tickle grass. 
and these nests would get into the sickle of the mower and 
clog it up. The other evening I saw a fiock of small owls, 
sometimes called prairie owls, hovering over this méadow 
and diving to the ground every little while to pick up a 
mouse. You may rest assured I didn't disturb them, for 
they were ridding my meadow of the pestis, and the hawks 
are equally as goed for that purpose, only they don’t go in 
flocks,

In the present 
temper of Congress the enactment of such a law 
might easily be accomplished. The Missouri bill 
was framed by the St. Louis Police Department 
as an aid to public safety. Its provistons would 
not only be a preventive of crime, but a help in 
the detection of criminals.

The History of the Muff..

HE muff has a history all its own 
T It began life, so far as can be 
judged from the absence of any 
previous reference to it, in the year 
1662, memorable for the severity and long 
duration of its winter. Samuel Pepys 
records in his diary that both he and his 
wife wore their “muffes’’ in St. James’ 
Park for the first time during that year; 
he does not furnish any particulars, 
however, a8 to how the “muffes”’ were 
fashioned or ornamented. 


The muff, once having made it ap- 
pearance, had come to. stay, and 
throughout the eighteenth century it 
was as much affected by men ae by 
women, a fact attested by many of the 
portraits of the day. Professional men 
of all types adopted it, and even the 
clergy of the period were wont to carry 
‘a muff. So popular, indeed, jid it he- 
come that its use was not confined to the 


j. winter montis; dainty muffs of lave and 


sill were worn even in the summer, and 
its utilitarian character became morced 
in the purely decorative. Attempts are 
made nowadays, from time to time, to 
revive the summer muff, but the idea 
has not been adopted to any extent.

This was long after it 
had previously been defeated and dele- 
gates had left believing that the matter 
was dead. Even then under the vote of 
reconsideration it was impossible to pass 
the rule.
